HE rth Inftant arriv’d at Court an 

Aid de Camp fent by the Marquis 

qd” Arennes, with the News, that 

he having ficd Four Days  toge- 

ther from Cannon and Mortars on 
the Town of Morella, a heavy Bomb fell in- 
to a Chamber where were the Governor and 2 
otber General Officers: They were ali three kill’d 
by it; by which Accident the Beficged were put in- 
to fuch a Confternation, that they offer’d to Capitu- 
late for the Town; but were refus’d unlefs they 
would alio furrender the Caftle, which is very 
ftrong and would have given us great Toil. The 
Befieged having little Hope of Succour, fignify’d 
that they would Capirulate for the Town and Ca- 
ftle, on Condition that if they were not reliev’d 
within 5 Days they would give up both. To this the 
Marquis d’ Arennes agreed, well knowing there 
was no likelihood of their being reliev'd, and they 
fent Hoftages into our Camp. Three Days being 
pafs’d the Befieged came to an Agreement that they 
fhould march out the 13th with all: Marks of Ho- 
nour. The Garrifon confifted of 300 regular Soldiers, 
and above 2000 Miqueleis ;_ and inthe Town and 
Caftle was found a great Quantity of Corn and 
Ammunition, with aconfiderable Number of Arms. 
The 15th arriv’d here the Duke of Berwick, and 
was very kindly receiv'd by the King and the whole 
Court.

Hague, Jan. 6. ‘ We fhould be very barren of 
* News here, were it not for the Arrival of the 5 
* Mails due from England. The good News they 
‘have brought, of the Refolutions of the Parlia- 
“ment of Great Britain in Favour of the common 
* Caufe, have diffus’d a general Joy. The Envoy 
* of Portugal has by thefe Mails receiv’d Difparches 
‘from his Court, by which the King his Mafter 
‘ has fignified his good Difpofitions to continue the 
* War with Vigour. This be has communicated 
* with great Alacriry to the chief Members cf this 
* State, and at the fame time has made Inftances 
* for Succours and the Payment of Subfidies. The 
* Portuguefe Ambaffador, who came from Lisbon 
‘ hither by the Way of England, and is to pro- 
* ceed to Vienna to receive and conduct from thence 
“to Lisbon one of the Arch-Datcheffes who is to

“ have receiv’d Letters from the Circle of Swabia,

‘ of thofe Forces may be fent into the Circle of 
‘ Franconia, theirs being already f{ufficiently bur- 
* then’d with German Troops belonging to the Ar- 
‘ my of the Empire. What makes the ibid Circle of 
* Swabia the more eafie with the Heffians, is, that 
‘they would have thofe Troops ftay on the Upper- 
‘ Rhine to keep the Enemy in fome Awe, at leaft 
* till the Army of the Empire draws together. 


Kinfale, Dec.21. Yefterday came into this Port 
a homward-bound Virginia Ship belonging to Bri- 
ftol, call’d the William and Creagh, Charles Heyden 
Mafter.

W HERE AS Richard Huddy of Ballynoe in 

the County of Cork, Gentleman, having Ap- 
prehended and broughr to Juftice one William Hen- 
nefly a Regular of the Popith Clergy, his the {aid 
Richard Huddy’s Houfe in Ballynoe aforefaid, and 
his Goods, were in October laft deftrov’d by Fire, 
by fome difaffe@ed Perfons, in revenge for his Ser- 
vice, in taking the faid William Henreffey,to the End 
fuch Perfon or Perfons as Burnt the faid Houle and 
Goods, may be known and difcover’d, and fuch 
good Services in Apprehending fuch Popith Regulars 
no way difcourag’d by fach wicked Perfons eicaping 
and going uapunifh’d. 

We the Lords Juftices and Council, have thought 
fic by this our Proclamation, to Publith and Declare, 
That if any Perfon fhall difcover ail or any of the 
Perfons who Burnt the faid Houfe ana Goods, or 
were concern’d therein, fo as they or anv of them 
fhall be Apprehended and Convicted thereof, the 
Perfon fo difcovering the fame, thal] not only have 
her Majefty’s full and free Pardon for the fame, and 
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all Felonies and other Offences, except Murder, 
which -fha'l be Granted without Fee or Charge ; 
but fhall alfo have the Sum of Twenty Pounds for 
difcovering the fame, paid by the Clerk of the 
Council or his Deputy. 

And we do heteby Charge:and Command all and 
every che Jufices of the Peace in the faid County 
of Gorx, and other the adjacent Counties, to ufe 
thei ucmoft Endeavours to caufe the Perfons who 
Burat the faid Houle and Goods to be Ap- 
prehended.
